LONDON, Feb. 12.—A German 
dispatch recording the election of 
Herr Ebert describes his post as pro- 
visional state president. 

After the election, Dr. Edouard 
Davis sald the empire for the first 
time had a chief who, by virtue of 
his election was empowered to 
speak and act in the name of the 
,German people. The mouthpiece 
which spoke by inherited right had 
disappeared and in his place stood 
a leader chosen by the people. 

It was mainly due to Herr Ebert, 
the speaker continued, that the rev- 
elution in Germany had not fol'oweJ 
| the example of Russia, leading to 
bloody chaos and complete dissolu-

This “All-American”

the most important engagements of 
the war. The division has repeated- 
ly been commended for its long, ar- 


duovus and successful service. ‘ 


For this division, according to Gen. 
March, Chief of Staff, Secretary of 
War Baker has an especially warm 
spot in his heart, and it is possible 
that it will be brought back to this 
country intact and it may parade in 
Washingtong 

What Division Did. 

Following is the chronology of its 
overseas operations, based on the 
Caily official cableerams from the 
front and on Gen. Pershing’s report 
to the Secretary of War: 

“The 42d Division, composed of 
National Guard units from Ohio, 
Louisiana, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
lowa, Georgia, lllinois, Minnesots, 
South Carolina, California, Missouri 
and Tennessee, arrived in France 
in October. 1917, and moved to a 
training area for a long period of in- 
struction, 

“In February, 1918, they moved to 
Luneville, where they participated in 
fighting along the Lorraine lines 
from Luneville to Baccarat in con- 
junction with the French 

“The division continued to hold 
the Baccarat sector during April. It 
engaged in considerable fizhting, 
both local and general, on its own 
uccount. on the front of the Seventh 
rench Corps. 

“During May there was much pa- 
trolling and raiding on both sides. 
During the enemy raid of May 29 the 
lost nine dead and five 
wounded prisoners. On the 
night the enemy launched a gas at- 
tack against the divisional front, us- 
ing about 300 drums of phosgene gas. 
In spite of the extent of this attack 
the American casualties were light. 

Near Rheims July 15. 

“In July the division was 
to the region east of Rheims where 
they were engaged against the Ger- 
man attack of July 15. In bloody 
hand-to-hand fighting they repulsed 
the enemy with heavy losses, and 
thus had a part in checking the last 
great German offensive. 

“Toward the end of

Fere-en-Tardenois, northeast of 
Chateau-Thierry, in order to parti- 
cipate in the drive against the Ger- 
man Crown Prince's army.

Below is a brief summary of the 
cperations of the Ninety-second (Ne- 
gro) Division, the headquarters of 
which were at Camp Funston and 
which contains a large sprinkling of 
negroes from St. Louis and Missouri: 

“This division arrived in France 
in the summer of 1918. After the 
usual period of intensive training in 
the back areas they were divided 
into several groups for training 
alongside the French in the front line 
trenches. 

“In August they took over a sec- 
tor in the St. Die region, near the 
Lorraine border. 

“On Sept. 2 they repulsed an en- 
emy raid at Lafontanelle. 

“In Gctober the division was moved 
to a sector in the vicinity of Pont-a- 
Mousson 

“On Nov. 10 the division advanced. 
reaching Dois Frehaut and Bois 
Chemin, capturing 710 prisoners. 

“These. positions were being con- 
solidated on Noy. 11 when the armis- 
tice put an end to the fighting.”

i'House Committee Agrees to Re- 

| port Bill for $1,000,000 

| Structure at Fourth and 
Chestnut. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—A _ $1,- 
000.000 building to house Govern- 
ment offices in St. Louis will be pro- 
vided for in a bill that is soon to be 
submitted, members of the House 
Committee on Public Buildings as- 
‘sured Representative Dyer today. It 
would be at Fourth and Chestnut 
streets, where a site was purchased 
for $300,000 by the Government in 
1911. 

It has been shown that seven Gov- 
ernment offices in St. Louls, with a 
total of 116 employes, are occupying 
rented quarters, for which a total 
rental of $27,016 a year is being paid. 
They are: Weather Bureau, $2712 
a year; Bureau of Markets, $2400; 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, $600; Employment Bu- 
reau, $8820: Immigration Bureau, 
$1260, and Farm Loan Board, $4500. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the construction of a Subtreasury 
building was made in 1912, but was 
held up because of the proposal to 
abolish subtreasuries. The appro- 
priation stood, however, and Repre- 
sentative Dyer asked that it be di- 
verted from its original purpose and 
used to erect a Government 
building. The committee consented 
to this. 

J. H. Moyle, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, indorsed this plan. He 
stated that the old Custom House, at 
Eighth and Olive streets, was badly 
crowded, even with some depart- 
ments using rented quarters. Legis- 
lation that will authorize the begirn- 
ning of construction cannot be en- 
acted until the next Congress.

Heavy Loss in Horses, He Says. 

“Ifartillery could keep up with in 
fantry.” he said “the Germans 
Would have taken Paris in the first 
two months of the war The reason 
our artillery couldn't keep up with 
the infantry was lack of horses, ow- 
ing to the number of horses killed by 
sheils and gas, and the condition of 
the roads, or rather the lack of roads 

“Our artillery equipment was am- 
ple. There were almost solid rows of 
guns of different sizes, the smallest 
being nearest to the front. and I was 
told that some distance back there 
Was &€ naval gun, though I did not 
eee that. There was a sufficient num- 
ber of horses, and 1 believe they were 
well protected, but the loss of horses 
fo my knowledge, was quite heavy, 
and the guns could not move fo rward 
as fast as they were needed. The 
work of our artillery was very thor-

have to stop to do any wire-cutt ing 
efter the preparation that wax made 
for us. If the artillery was not moved 
Up as fast as it was needed, it was 
because nobody on earth could have 
moved it up under the circumstances 
and 1 do not think an investigation 
Will show that anvone was to blame.’

Carried Back by Germans.

After be- 
ing wounded, I saw Col. Howland 
who was wounded the same day: 
Lieutenant-Colonel Parker, who was 
killed. and Capt. Reinholdt, regimen- 
tal intelligence officer. Col. How- 
land was questioning a German of- 
ficer, a prisoner, about machine-gun 
locations. but the officer would an- 
swer only in general terms. 

“T had to wait in the hole until 
afternoon. ‘Chuck’ Venerable, a sig 
nal officer, fell in on me. Ina shell 
hole you get the idea that everyone 
else is dead, but if you ever take @ 
peek out, you see that others are 
peeking out of other holes. Ven- 
erable was not wounded at that 


time, but I understand he was 


wounded the next day 
“Our artillery moved up at noon, 
and after that it was safe to rise u}) 
in one’s shell hole once in awhile 
The Brigade Adjutant was in the 
next hole. I stayed where I was un- 
til a noncommissioned officer came 
along with two German prisoners.

The St. Loults Tuberculosis Societ, 
spent more than $1000 in excess in 
feeding children in the two St. Louis 
open-air schools whose meals it pro- 
vides in 1918 than in 1917, because 
of the increase in fvod prices. The 
annual report of the Open-Air Schoo! 
Committee of the Tuberculosis So- 
ciety shows that 67 per cent of the 
children attending the two schools 
are fed by the society because they 
are unable to pay for their own 
meals. 

It costs about 17 cents per day per 
child for their meals, which are 
pianned according to a

JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—Mr. Dan- 
Wie. Secretary of the Navy, 

told us this story at the Water- 
ways Congress the other day: “What 
we feel about the navy in our depart- 
ment today is the reverse of what a 
former Secretary felt when he found 
himself involved in war with a great 
deal of criticism of his department. ‘It 
is too bad,’ he said. ‘Everything was 
going fine in the navy until this damned 
war came!’ Our own grievance is that 
just when everything was going nicely 
in the navy this peace came.” The cir- 
cumspect Josephus did not tell us 
what kind of a peace it was, but there 
was a humorous damn on his counte- 
nance. As a matter of fact, for the 
purposes of making good all around it 
was mighty tough luck all over Wash- 
ington to have peace come so quickly 
and unexpectedly as it did. It caught 
this great country getting on its stride. 
We were just:getting to the Kaiser 
when he collapsed. What we would 
have done to him in another six months 
makes Washington sigh to no more 
than think of it. Fer instance, Alan 
Hawley, president of the American 
Aero Club, told us something about the 
plight we are in with respect to air- 
planes. We were going to deluge Ger- 
many with airplanes. It took just a 
little bit more time than we had to 
show her something that perhaps never 
shall be seen anywhere now. As a re- 
sult, we have more than $800,000,000 
worth of airplane materials on our 
hands—fabrics, woods, metals, etc.— 
and we don’t know what to do with it 
all. The same thing was true pretty 
much in everything else. We went into 
the war on a theory shared by all the 
experts at the time—that the war 
would last another year. The sudden 
blow-up on the west front left us in 
the graceful position of one reaching 
for another step at the top of the 
Stairs. It accounts for much that has 
been said of all our great undertakings 
like that at Hog Island. We were g0- 
ing in big, and in some respects the 
war ended before we got started. The 
army we got over to France saved the 
situation for us. We didn’t have to 
plan to grow boys. We had boys, and 
they knocked the war into a cocked 
hat before any of the other things we 
were to have could be gotten out. How- 
ever, except for that everything would 
have been okeh.
